A BORGIA’S FATE. 


Mrs. Whiteling, the Philadelphia 
Poisoner, Hanged This 
Morning. 


Her Husband and Children Killed 
for a Small Life In- 
surance. 


The Terrible Crime of a Cool, Calculating 
Woman—Mr. Whiteling, the First Vio- 
tim, Poisoned With Arsenic — Three 
Young Children Follow in Rapid Suc- 
cession—The Attending Physician’s Sus- 
picions Lead to an Investigation and 
Exposure of the Terrible Deeds — Mrs. 
Whiteling’s Confession—Futile Efforts to 
Save Her From the Gallows—Execution 
of Red-Nosed Mike, 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 25.—Mrs. Sarah 
Jane Whiteling was hanged this morning in 
the corridor of the county prison. The drop 

fell at 10:07 o’elock, 
and the boay was low- 
ered and removed at 
10:41. The woman’s 
bearing throughout 
the terrible ordeal was 
a most remarkable ex- 
‘hibition of fortitude 
Hand resignation to her 
fate.

The several physicians 
who were present at the execution, and 
who have more or less frequently 
been with the condemned woman 
since her incarceration, expressed 
surprise at the woman’s exhibition of calm- 
ness in meeting her death, although they 
agreed in the statement that she has at no 
time shown any evidence whatever of an un- 
sound mind. Mrs. Whiteling spent her last 
night in walking about her cell 

SINGING AND PRAYING, 
in which she was joined at intervals by Mrs. 
Weaver, the prison matron, anda watch- 
woman, who were with her throughout the 
night. Shortly before 6 o’clock this morning 
she ate, with apparent relish, a breakfast, 
consisting of fried eggs, toast and chocolate. 
Soom after that hour she was taken 
from her cell in the female department to a 
cell in the male department, in the corridor of 
which the scaffold for her execution was 
standing. She was joined in her new cell by her 
spiritual adviser, Rev. William D. Jones of

RED-NOSED MIKE NO MORE. 


Execution of the Brutal Murderer and 


Bandit at Wilkesbarre. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., June 2.—Michael 
Rizello, alias Red-Nosed Mike, was hanged in 
the jail yard here this morning. His last 
night on earth was spent in prayer. He re- 
fused to partake of breakfast, taking only a 
cup of milk and saying tothe Sheriff that he 
wus ready and to hurry his work without any 
delay, as he was prepared to die. He was 
courageous to the very last moment, walk- 


ing to the scaffold, accompanied by Rev. 
Father O’ Haran of this city, Father Chorisco 
ot Scanton, and Fathers Dunn and Ohorist of 
Plains. Before leaving his cell Hangman At- 
kinson of New York adjusted the shot noose 
about Rizello’s neck and placed the black cap 
upon his head. On being led under the hang- 
ing rope from which dangled the hook, a few 
prayers were offered by the priests. Atkinson 
then stepped 8 in front of the murderer 
and unbuttoned his loose coat, lifted the loo 
at the end of the noose and passed it 
over the hook over his head. A  sig- 
nal with uplifted hand was given 
to the hangman’s assistant, who brought a 
—— axe down upon the slender rope sup- 
porting the 400 pound weight, and at 10:10 a. 
m. Red Nosed Mike was swaying to and fro In 
the air. Several convulsive movements were 
the only signsof life, though he died very 
hard. Atllo’clock he was pronounced dead 
by the prison physician. he remains were 
then cut down and placed inacoffin. Exam- 
ination by the physicians showed that the 
neck was not broken and death resulted from 
strangulation. His body was then taken by 
the undertaker and removed to the Catholic 
cemetery for burial. 
RED-NOSED MIKE’S CRIME. 

The crime for which Michael Rizello, alias 
Red-Nosed Mike, 2 paid the death 
penalty was committed in the forenoon of 
October 19, 1888. J. B. Rainard McClure, pay- 
master for Contractor Charles McFadden, was 
accompanied by Hugh Flanagan, the stable 
boss, and was driving from Wilkesbarre to 
the railroad camp, above Miner’s Mills, with 
$12,000, intended to pay off the workmen on the 
completed job. Michael Rizello, Guiseppi 
Bevireno and Vincenzo Vellalli lay in wait on 
the lonely mountain road, expecting the ar- 
rival of McClure and Flanigan. On their ap- 
proach Rizello stepped out and fired three 
shots into Flanagan, either shot Sonne deadly 
work. The frightened horse started to run 
away and proceeded some little distance, 
when Bevireno witb a rifle shot McClure in the 
back twice, killing him instantly. The horse

Mrs. Whiteling was escorted by two minis- 
ters, but they gave her no aid whatever, she 
walking firmly and showing no hesita- 
tion. Arriving atthe scaffold she ascended 
the ten or a dozen steps unassisted excepting 
that each of her spiritual advisers retained a 
gentle hold of either arm. The Sheriff’s dep- 
uties then placed a leather strap around her 
skirts at the ankles and shackled her hands, 
the condemned woman meanwhile, with 
uplifted eyes, repeating a prayer delivered by 
Rev. Mr. Jones. The black cap was then ad- 
justed and at 10:07 the trap was sprung and 
Mrs. Whiteling was dropped into eternity. 
The fall was about 5 feet and the physicians 
stated that death was instantaneous from 
strangulation, though the .heart continued to 
beat spasmodically for some time thereafter. 
The body was lowered at 10:41, and turned 
over to Dr. Alice Bennett of the Norristown 
Hospital for the Insane for an examination of 
the brain, after which the body will be given 
to Undertaker Kehr for burial by the side o 

the murdered husband and children. 


MRS. WHITELING’S CRIME. 

The crime for which Mrs. Whiteling suffered 
the extreme penalty ofthe law was the delib- 
erate poisoning of her husband and her two 
children with arsenic fer the p of se- 
curing the small insurance which she carried 
on each ot their lives.

JOHN DAVID SHEA, 


Some of the Grounds Upon Which He Will 
Ask for a New Trial. 


Early in the session of next week's Criminal 
Court Attorney Thomas B. Harvey will argue 
before the court for a new trial in the case of 
John David Shea, convicted of murder in the 
second degree and sentenced to imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for a term of ninety- 
nine years.

I hold that Shea acted mostly in 
self-defense, The courts have decided that a 
ship- wrecked mariner, floating on a small 
lank, is justified in pushing away and drown- 
ng another mariner who erdeavors to rest 
upon the same plank, provided the float will 
not support both. old that Shea, mad- 
dened by the blow given him by Officer Fine, 
was under the impression that his life was in 
danger. Thecrowd which pursued shot at 
him several times, shouted ‘Stop him!’ ‘Kill 
bim! and the actions of Officer Doran gave 
him the impression that he was drawing u 
a weapon to stop him. In case the court re- 
—5 anew trial I shall carry the case by ap- 
peal.’ 


USED REVOLVER AND BILLY. 


A Couple of Policemen Who Beat a Young 
Man Very Brutally. 


Martin Shea, a young man, was arraigned in 
the Second District Police Court this morning 
on charges of loitering and resisting arrest. 
The trouble arose from the fact that Shea and 
a number of other young men had congre- 
gated about a saloon at Kossuth and Lee ave- 
nues on Sunday, the 16th inst. They 
were ordered away by a woman 
living up-stairs, but refused to go.

I never accompanied her 
home from those meetings. She several times 
requested me to call at her home, that she 
wished to make some inquiries of me in regard 
to magnetism and psychology. 

„A mediums’ meeting was formed in St. 
Louis. I was elected its President. Finding 
that n looked only to outward phenomena, 
such as table tipping, etc., etc., I resigned the 
office at the third meeting. 

„It is a lie thet I endeavored to form a 
spiritualist association, or sought to become 
a leader of such organization, or philosophy, 
It is false, in whole and in part, to say that I 
unsolicited sought Miss Wilson’s society. 

For three nights before her death 1, and] 
alone, was the only human being that re- 
mained up in attendance on herin that room. 
The morning that Lulu died.I went to her 
mother and told her, ‘You must come to Lulu. 
She is very ill and it is your duty, as her 
mother, to visit her.’ 

‘*Fifteen minutes afterward Lulu died, and 
the next day, at her mother’s insistance that 
decomposition had ensued, she was buried in 
the cemetery near Columbia, III, 

Now, as to Lule’s money, Lulu’s money 
was used to pay for her burial expenses, un- 
dertaker, telegrams to friends, errand boys, 
hack expenses in St. Louis, hearse in Colum- 
bia and the railway fares of her relatives from 
St. Louis to Columbia and return. Not one 
penny of their money went to pay any expense 
connected with Lulu’s burial. It is a lie that 
Isent a wagon to carry away anything from 
the house or wished to doso. On the cor- 
trary, I told her mother: ‘Keep the property. 
lam goiug away and cannot carry it with me.’ 

»The only articie that I retained was the 
watch that she had given me before her death.

should take her out of it. My soul pitied her.

Weak, I may have 
been, but I had given up all ambition, all 
hope of joy or giadness years before, and I 
thought, What time I live, I may at least be 
eyes, and something of pep to one who, like 
myself, had gone through the fires.

MISSOURI CREMATORY ASSOCIATION, 


Report of the President | and Election of 
Directors, 3 


At the regular meeting of the Missouri 
Crematory Association yesterday President 
Christopher A. Stifel reported: 

I am proud to say at the conclusion of this 
first fiscal year since the doors of our institu- 
tion were opened to the public, that our 
project has been unexpectedly successful. 
We are meeting with encouragement on all 


sides and our method of disposing of the 
dead is rapidly gaining universal favor. 

‘*Since the pening of the Crematory in 
May, 1888, to May, 1889, we have hada — 2 
five cremations, which took place practically 
in ten months, as we were compelled to sus- 
pend operations fortwo months on account 
of the fire in January. 

„»The conflagration in January destroyed the 
entire interior of the building.

Augustus 
Fitch, Jr., saw Capt. Dawson on the horse 
car and saw him leave it near Dr. McDow’s 
residence. 8. G. Gordon, the negro police- 
man to whom Dr. McDow surrendered, was 
then called, and he was the first important 
witness. He testified that onthe day of the 
murder, March 12, he was standing on the 
cerner of Bull and Rutledge streets and a 
pegro coachman told him that he had heard 
& pistol shot and he thought some one had 
been killed.

Started after him, but was told that the trouble

LUCY WA HAYES, 
Death of the M- President's Wife at, Free- 
mont, O., This Morning. 

Omonnart, O., June 25.—The Times-Siar’s 
Fremont (O.) special says that Mrs. Hayes 
died this morning at 6:30 o’clock, after pass- 
ing the night quietly. At8o’clock last night 
she became much worse and gradually sank 
until the hour of her death. At the bedside 
were the members of the family, together with 
Mrs. Mitchell of Columbus, a cousin of Gen. 
Hayes; Mrs. Huntington, a cousin of Mrs.

SKETCH OF MRS. HAYES. 
Mrs. Hayes’ maiden name was Lucy Ware 
Webb. She was bora the 28th of August, 1881,

Her 
grandfather, Judge 
Isaac Cook, who 
came from Oon-

K. B. Hayes. scourge in x- 
gto Ky., in 1853. Her mother, Maria 
Cook Webb, was a woman of great 
force of character and * religious 
convictions. She removed from Delaware to 
have her sons educated at the Ohio Wesleyan 
University and her daughter received the ben- 
efitofthe same instructions and afterwards 
was graduated at the Wesleyan Female Sem- 
inary at Cincinnati in 1852. She was married 
December 30, 1852, and at the breaking out of 
the war of the rebellion her family consisted 
of her mother, her two brothers and her four 
little boys. Her husband and both of her 
brothers immediately entered the army, and 
from that time until the close ef the war her 
home was a refuge for wounded, sick and fur- 
loughed soldiers, going to or returning 
from the front. She spent two winters 
in camp with her husband in Virginia 
and after the battle at South Mountain, where 
he was badiy wounded, she hastened east and 
joined him at Middletown, Md., and later 
spent much time in the hospital near Frede- 
rick City. After the close of the war she ac: 
companied her husband to Washington while 
he was a member of Congress. She was one 
ofthe originators of the Ohio Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Orphan Home, and one of its board of 
directors prior to its adoption by the State. 
While her husband was Governor of Ohio 
she took an active interest 
charitable institutions of the State. 
the four years of her lite 
White House she was distinguished by the 
graceful cordiality with which she received 
all who came to see her. Since the retirement 
of her husband from public lite sne has been 
an ardently interested member of the Wom- 
an’s Relief Corps, and has served during suc- 
cessive years as the President of the Woman’s 
Home Missionary Society of the M. E. Church.

A LETTER-CARRIER’S TRIAL. 


Postmaster Hyde Besieged by Quarreling 
Colored Church Members. 


The trouble in the Central Baptist Church 
(African) which has grown out of the alleged 
forgeries committed by Rev. S. P. Anderson, 
the pastor, has taken on one phase which is 
as interesting as it is ludicrous. One of the 
prominent members of the church is J. M. 
Stokes, a letter-carrier, and he has been 
a very active party in the prosecution of An- 
derson. He has worked up a good deal of an- 
tipathy to the parson and succeeded in di- 
viding the congregation on the question. 
Postmaster Hyde is gathering evidence, it is 
understood, forthe purpose of investigating 
certain statements which Stokes is said to 
have made, and for the last three or four days 
his office has been visited by bretheren and 
sisteren innumerable.

TRADING MADE CRIMINAL. 

It shall not be necessary in order 
to commit the offense defined in Sec. 
1 of this act, above recited, that 
both the buyer and seller shall agree to 
do any of the acts above prohibited, 
but the said offense shall be complete 
against any corporation, association, 
copartnership or person, thus pretend- 
ing or offering to buy, whether the 
offer to sell or buy is accepted or not; 
and any corporation, association, co- 
partnership or person, or agent thereof, 
who shall communicate, receive, ex- 
hibit or display in any manner any such 
offer to buyor sell, or any statements 
or quotations of the prices of any 
such property, with a view to any such 
transactions as aforesaid, shall for each 
offense be deemed and held as an acces- 
sory thereto, and upon conviction there- 
of shall be fined the same as the princi-

It shall be unlawful for any corporation, 
association, copartnership or person to keep 
or cause to be kept in this State any office, 
store or other place wherein is conducted or

PRIMA FACIE VIOLATIONS. 


It shall be the duty ef every commission 
merchant, copartnership, association or 
broker doing business as such to furnish to 
every customer or principal for whom such 
commission merchant, broker, copartner- 
ship or association has executed any order 
for the actual purchase or sale of any of the 
commodities hereinbefore mentioned, either 
for immediate or future delivery, a written 
statement containing the names of the par- 
ties from whom any such property was 
boughtor to whom it shall have been sold, as 
the case may be, the time when, the place 
where and the priceat which the same was 
either bought or sold; and in case such com- 
mission merchant, broker, copartuership, 
corporation or association shall refuse 
promptly to furnish such statement, upon 
reasonable demand, the fact of such refusal 
shall be prima facie evidence that such prop- 
erty was bought or sold in violation of Sec. 
1 of the provisions of this act.—[Sec. 4 of the 
Francis Anti-Option Law.

Confidence in “Gov. Francis’ 
Watchfulness” the Only 
Hope Left. 


The Merchants’ Exchange Endeavors to Se- 
cure Information as te the Situation 
from the Governor’s Office—In the Mean- 
time the Post-Dispatch” Revelations as 
to the March Stolen by Senators Miller and 
McGinnis Proves Ita Own Truth in the 
Eyes of the Lawyers—The Grain Option 
Dealers Fall Back on Questions of Con- 
stitutionality—s.

THEY WILL BECONTINUED 


CASES AGAINST THE FRAUDULENT CITIZEN- 
MAKERS WILL GO OVER TO FALL. 


Defendants Saved the Trouble of Changing 
Their Request by the Government’s Ac- 
tion in the Naturalization Frands — 
Charges Against Committeeman Fleming 
Will Be Entertained if Made bya Twen- 
ty-First Ward Demoerat. 


T now seems very 
probable that the 
citizen - makers 
who have been 
caught by the Fed- 
eral Grand-jury will 
not be brought to 
trial before next 
Septem ber and pos - 
sibly not before 
next November, 
eighteen months 
after the commis- 
sion of the offenses 
for which they 
have been indicted. 
Since this inquiry 
was taken up a 
pension conspiracy implicating half a dozen 
persons and necessitating the attendance of 
witnesses from distant points has been suc- 
cessfully unearthed, the offenders indicted, 
arrested, tried and convicted. 

On next Saturday Judge Thayer will occupy 
the beneh in the United States District Court, 
but no jury will be in attendance. 
Ordinarily the Marshal is given a month in 
which to summon a jury, and as he has no 
notice now, it would be almost impossible for 
him to get together a jury before the middle of 
July. The practice followed in the Federal 
Courts in summoning ajury is as follows: On 
application of the District Attorney oron the 
order of the court the clérk is tnstructed to 
issue an order on the Marshal. From a list of 
competent citizens residing in the Eastern 
Division of the Eastern Judiciai District of 
Missouri at least three hundred names are 
selected. In order to provide against deaths, 
removals and recent disqualification, 860 
names are usually selected. The clerk 
selects 175 names and the Federal Jury 
Commissioner selects 175 names. These are 
placed in a wheel, andfrom this number the 
panel is selected by the Marshal. The re- 
maining names are then taken out of the 
wheel, and the panel drawn is summoned. 
This often includes the names of persons Jiv- 
ingin the tier of counties on the Arkansas 
line. To reach such a juror requires a long 
trip. By utilizing all his force the Marshal 
could probably collect a jury in the course of 
two weeks, but Judge Thayer intimated for 


the information of Distriet Attorney Reynolds | 


that he will adjourn court next week. The 
petit jury bas been discharged, andthe cases 
will probably go over until next fall. 
This is just as the defendants 
wanted it. They are anxious for a 
trial under the old indictments, but when the

SPECULATIONS AS TO THE OPERATION OF 
THE STATE INSPECTION LAW. 


Will the Commissioners Feel the Influence 
of the Country?—Possible Influence of 
the Merchants“ Exchange Remonstrance 
rue Warning of Gov. Francis—A From 
inent Republican Candidate. 


N ARRIVING at an es- 

timate as to the work- 

ings of the new State 

grain inspection and 

warehouse law, the 

Board of Railroad 

Commissioners is the 

unknown quantity to- 

ward which every glass 

is leveled. There are 

several features to be 

taken into considera- 

tion. Thechief one is 

thas the country, or 

the granger, element 

, passed the law as a di- 

rect blow at the Merchants’ Exchange and 
the St. Louis methods of handling the grain 
business, and that it wants anybody but a 
St. Louls man to carry out its provisions and 
assist the commissioners in establishing 
grades. The members of the Board of Rail- 
road and Warehouse Oommissioners are 
ail from the country — or outside 
of St. Louis—and they feel this disposition and 
desire of the country more fully for that rea- 
son. Views were also@developed to-day that 
the tendency of the Commissioners toward the 
country would be allthe stronger because of 
the remonstrance of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, which is considered a direct stab at 
them, and because of the fact that they are all 
supposed to have a very strong feeling of 
friendship for ex-Gov. Morehouse, and will 
consider any recommendations that may come 
from him more than they would those origi- 
nating with the present administration. It is 


said that 
GOV. FRANCIS FEELS THIS, 


as when he was here a week ago he expressed 
himself very piainly on the subject of the 
Merchants’ Exchange remonstrance. Some 
of bis friends, in an endeavor to soften the 
feeling toward him among the members of 
the Exchange, have created the impression 
that this paper was never piaced in bis hands, 
and that he approved the bill without having 
hadthe benefit of tne opinion ot the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange. This is a mistake. As was 
stated in the Post-DIsPaTOH when he was 
here, Gov. Francis told a reporter that he had 
received the protest, and not having 
hed time to read it carefuliy, had 
put it in his pocket to read on 
the train coming down. He had looked over 
it more carefully then, and later was closeted 
for over an hour with Capt. H. O. Haarstick, 
Chairman of the Protest Committee, and Mr. 


O. A. Cox, President of the the Merchants’ 
Exchange. From the remarks made by the 
Governor he thought the paper avery stron 
one and the reasons cited for 8 — bi 
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bers who advocated the bill and who 
expectto give considerable assistance to the 
commissioners incarrying out its provisions 
successfully. One of these, Mr. Phil Shirmer, 
said this —s that he would use 
all of his nfluence and secure 
all he could to keep the present inspectors in 
office, and that he had informed Col. Dutcher, 
the Chief, while the bill was still in the Sen- 
ate that he would favor his appointment. Mr. 
Alex Smith had, he said, taken the same 
course at the same time. If politics enter into 
the selections, however, Messrs.Shirmer and 
Dutcher will be at a disadvantage, as they are 
Republicans. 

Outside of Col. Dutcher and Assistant Chief 
Curry, inthe event of Col. Dutcher not being 
accepted, there are few candidates for the 
chile inspectorship in thecity. P. P. Connor 
has bees frequently mentioned, but he stated 
emphatically to a Post- DISPATCH reporter this 
morning that he is not a candidate and would 
not accept the positioai W. M. Ladd, 
who is credited with having origi 
the bill, also disclaims any ambitions 
toward the ehief or vs Pe other position. This 
leaves R. M. Adams Robinson and Mack 
Robinson as the only other city candidates 
mentioned seriously. There are several 
names from the country, chief among them 
being Jasper Burks, the veteran Democrat 
and friend of Martin L. Clardy, from St. 
Francois Oounty, and R. M. er of 
Sedalia. 

WHEN THE SALARY IS FIXED 

there will, however, doubtless be a number of 
other candidates. This devolves upon the 
Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
| sioners, and it is expected that they will make 
the salary $4,000 or $5,000. The chief of the 
board here shares equally with his assist- 
ants, and their compensation  aver- 
ages according to receipts about 
$3,000 a year. Under the State law, however, 
the chie inspector will have to give a bond of 

„000, and will be responsible for grain in- 
spections in all 22 of the State. hile he 
is under this dond and responsible for every- 
thing done, he will have to depend a great 
deal upon his deputy and assistants, and will 
himself have to — a great deal.

THE FIXING OF THE GRADES 

is another « uestion in which the character of 
the men © Will do the word is of tmpor- 
tance. On this subject an elevator man who 
has always been supposed to be opposed to 
the law said this morning: 

It the Commissioners consult those inter- 
ested in the country and in the city, they can 
make the law a benefit in part, at least, as 
they can cure one evil. One trouble we have 
always labored against is the part the muiliers 
have taken in establishing the standard 
of grades, and this was felt to a ater e- 
tent last year than ever before. It is 
to the interest the millers to have 
high standards under which they 
secure a good grade of wheat at No. 8 price. 
Last year the elevators and receivers bought 
wheat in the country, and as usual sold 
against it. When the wheat was inspected 
— 2 the standards much of it went No. 8, 
and we frequently found our accounts badly 
mixed and showing a heavy short interest. 
No elevator or reguiar receiver ever wants a 
short interest, but we got one and we could 
notavoidit. The millers atthe same time 
got what was really No. 2 wheat at No. 8 
price, and — to turn out a fine — 
of flour. 
of any * a we 
got only what wheat our local mills could 
Krlud, and had little or nothing to ship. At 
the same time the country was a heavy loser, 
as it had to take No.8 price for grain that 
would have been No. 2 in any other market.
